40 Examiner's Comment Regarding Requirement for Deposit 

of Biological Material 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Hennemann et al, U.S. Patent No. 4,153,570, discloses a low foaming liquid 
washing detergent comprising 5-12% by weight of a sulfonate surfactant, 2-6% by 
weight of a sodium alkylpolyglycol ether sulfate, 2-6% by weight of a potassium or 
sodium soap, 15-28% by weight of an ethoxylated alcohol containing 16-18 carbon 
atoms and 8-1 2 ethoxylate groups, 2-7% by weight of a diethanolamide of a fatty acid, 
4-10% by weight of a sulfonate, and 2-7% by weight of an alkanol (see col. 2, lines 8- 
45). However, patentee differs from applicant in that Hennemann et al does not teach 
or suggest in general a detergent composition comprising an ethoxylated alcohol that 
has a carbon chain length distribution in the alky! group of (i) from about 55 to 65% by 
weight of Cie saturated. (11) from about 2 to 10% by weight of Ci8 saturated, (iii) from 
about 25 to 30% by weight of Ci8 mono-unsaturated, and (iv) from about 1 to 5% by 
weight of Ci8 di-unsaturated, as required by applicant in the instant claims. 

Smith et al, U.S. Patent No. 6,551,976, discloses a surfactant mixture comprising 
40-60% by weight of a linear alcohol ethoxylate having about 3 to about 7 moles of 
ethylene oxide and a C12/14/16 alkyi group, 20-30% by weight of an alkyi ether sulfate, 
and 20-30% by weight of an alkyi polyglycoside (see col. 5, lines 4-16 & col. 6, lines 20- 
30). However, patentee differs from applicant in that Smith et al does not teach or 
suggest in general a surfactant mixture comprising an ethoxylated alcohol that has a 
carbon chain length distribution in the alkyi group of (i) from about 55 to 65% by weight 
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of Ci6 saturated, (ii) from about 2 to 10% by weight of Ci8 saturated, (iii) from about 25 
to 30% by weight of Ci8 mono-unsatu rated, and (iv) from about 1 to 5% by weight of Cis 
di-unsaturated, as required by applicant in the instant claims. 

Accordingly, the claims viewed as a whole would not have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention after viewing the prior art of record.
